Declines Northwestern 


SURPRISE TO FRIENDS. 


Trustees Unable to Assure Him 
| the Unanimous Support of 
| the Faculty. 
counts MEETS 

George B. Vincent, associate } 
sociology at Chicago University; twice 


refused the Presidency of Northwestern 
University. His action was causéd by. the 
Inability of the trustees whe offered him the 
position to guarantee the Immediate raising 
‘of @ sum of money, sald. to be $2,000,000, 
and failure to aseure him the unanimous 
support of Northwestern's faculty, | 

This information was given out last even- 
ing by one of the trustees of Northwestern 
University. It will be a surprise to the 
friends of Professor Vincent, who has been 
a strong favorite for the place formerly held 
by Henry Wade ‘Rogers. All of Professor 
Vincent's triends had thought if he were 
Offered the place he would accept it, and 
for that reason have struggied valiantly in 
his behalf, 

Professor Vincent, however, thinks the 
‘money-getting business of the Methodist in- 
stitution is carried on without sufficient yim, 
and he is said to have aaserted that many 
opportunities. for getting large donations 
Rave been lost by the trustees. 

While neither offer to Professor Vincent 
was made formally, he nevertheless was 
ure of the position, for it is known that, if 

‘Committee of Seven, which has the 
duty of looking into the qualifications of 
‘the various candidates, should bring In « 
unanimous report, it would be accepted with- 


winner in the Presidency race, 

It.is commonly believed Dr. Rogers failed 
to receive the help due him from his col- 
leagues, and Professor Vincent declared he 
did not want the Presidency unless the pos- 
sibility of such a fallure in his case were 
obviated. The trustees were unable to meet 
this second condition, and after a conference 
with their colleagues the second visit was 
made to Professor Vincent. He was in-
